The conduct of Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry at the October 23 meeting 
of the Romulus City Council incensed 
many of those in attendance, particu- 
larly Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

Commenting on the subject, the 
Mayor said, ‘“‘Never one to waste the 
advantage of performing for a full 
house, Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
should have had an Academy Award 
for distortion at the last Council meet- 
ing. An audience had assembled for 
the purpose of discussing the demoli- 
tion of South Junior High, when the 
Councilman seized the opportunity to 
misinform and mislead the public.” 

Raspberry’s remarks had nothing 
to do with the schoo! problem; rather, 
they were on the subject of a drain im- 
provement plan.

According to the Mayor, no final 
decisions about the drain plan have 
been made; in fact, there still must be

Both Mayor McAnally and Council- 
man Fred “Junior’ Block were upset 
when they learned that their remarks 
had not been included in an article (on 
the meeting) which appeared in last 
week’s edition of the Romulus Roman 
(Vol. 98, No. 40). When | contacted the 
story’s author, Florence Meeks, she said 
that she had included the Mayor’s com- 
ments in her article, but they had been 
cut in the production room. Now that 
seems like politics, doesn’t it? 

At any rate, two days after the meet- 
ing (Wednesday, October 25), Mayor 
McAnally sent amemorandum, regard- 
ing the “Remarks by Councilman Rasp- 
berry at the Meeting of October 23, 
1989,” to City Council. The following is 
the text of that memo.

When | first made up my mind to 
write this article, my conception of the 
word “politician” was an entirely nega- 
tive one; after reading my dictionary’s 
definition of the word, however, | decid- 
ed that | would have to change my mind 
about at least a part of it. You see, | had 
always thought that the only definition 
of politician was the second one listed 
above: “One who is interested in per- 
sonal or partisan gain and other selfish 
interests.” 

Actually, | guess that the second 
definition applies to only a minority of 
politicians, but, just like in most areas 
of life, that minority sure spoils it for 
the rest. 

My point is that, though many of us 
equate the word politican with other 
words like liar, cheat, and fraud, there 
are some politicians who are interested 
in selflessly working for the benefit of 
the people — but the only way for us 
to ensure that our representatives are 
politicians of this latter type is for us 
to exercise our privilege and responsi- 
bility as American citizens, and get out 
and vote! 

Vote for the politician who labors 
day and night to see that your tax dol- 
lars are well used — the one who tries 
to provide you with well-lighted streets; 
a safe, wholesome recreational environ- 
ment for your children; a well-staffed 
and -equipped police department to 
clean up the crime and dope in your 
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in your city so that your taxes can be 
kept to a minimum. In other words, elect 
the politician who remembers that it 
is you who put him in office, you 
whom he is supposed to serve while 
he is in office, and you who can 
remove him from office as quickly as 
you put him there. 

Look, it only takes a few minutes 
to check the voting record of your cur- 
rent government officials, and see what 
(if anything) they have done for your 
benefit. And even the busiest of us can 
make the time to attend, on a regular 
basis, the meetings at which these peo- 
ple represent us. Remember: there will 
always be those who fool the public by 
“grandstanding” at the few meetings 
that draw a large audience from the 
community. Unfortunately, many peo- 
ple are convinced by the show put on 
by these politicians, and so they be- 
lieve that these phonies are making 
great efforts on their behalf. The sad 
truth is that, most of the time, the ones 
who grandstand at large meetings can 
hardly wait to get out of those where 
there is only a small audience. They 
make little to no real effort for anyone 
but themselves! 

Get to know your representatives. 
If you feel that they have served you 


well, then, by all means, reelect them. ° 


But if they haven’t been working»for 
your best interests, then take action 
and get rid of them! 

If you think that your vote or opinion 
doesn’t count, then think again. Take a 
close look at what recently happened 
with Detroit’s Board of Education. 
Keep in mind that public‘opinion was 
a major factor in forcing the resignation 
of President Richard Nixon after the 
Watergate scandal. Your voice can be 
heard, and your wrath can be felt, but 
before these things will happen, you 
must do more than sit back and com- 
plain — you must get involved by at- 
tending meetings, doing your political 
“homework,” and, most important of 
all, voting in each and every election. 

Even as | write this (and my articles 
on the importance of voting are only a 
small drop in the bucket of those that 
have been written on the subject), | 
know, ahead of time, what will probably 
happen. Most of you will be perfectly 
convinced by my statements while you 
are reading them, but you’ll forget them 
as soon as you lay the paper aside and, 
when November 7 rolls around, you'll 
fail to go to the polls because you'll say, 
“It won’t do me any good, anyway.’ 
It’s a shame, but, nonetheless, it’s a 
cold, hard, fact of-life. 

Well, to those of you who think that 
your vote doesn’t count, | say: “You're 
dead wrong!” 

Attend those meetings of the City 
Council, the School Board, the Planning 
Commission, the Cable Commission, 
and other groups whose decisions in- 
fluence your life; voice your opinions 
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theirs; cast that ballot! Eventually, we 
will wipe out the politician who “.. . is 
interested in personal or partisan gain 
and other selfish interests,’ and, in- 
stead, be represented by people with 
the qualities of “statesmen.” Look that 
One up in your dictionary!

Effective October 1, a new law pre- 
vents State funding of halfway house 
placement of individuals who. have 
been convicted of serious assaultive 
crimes. The legislation provides that 
no money that has been appropriated 
for the Community Residential Place- 
ment Program’s halfway houses can 
be spent to house prisoners who have 
been convicted of seriously injuring or 
murdering another person. 
House Bills Would Penalize Food 
Stamp Fraud 

Two bills recently introduced in the 
House would allow the State to revoke 
the lottery and liquor sales licenses of 
retailers who participate in food stamp 
fraud schemes. The legislation would 
authorize the license revocation of re- 
tailers who redeem food stamps for 
cash or in other ways violate the regu- 
lations of the food stamp program. 
Paternity Case Bill Approved by House 

House lawmakers have approved

blood tests. Under the bill, a man who 
refuses to take a blood test, which can 
determine if he is the father of a child, 
could be slapped with a default judg- 
ment naming him as the child’s father. 
Bill Would Order Investigation of Child 
Abuse 

A House committee has unani- 
mously approved legislation that would 
require Michigan child protective ser- 
vice workers to investigate suspected 
child abuse or neglect when warned 
by mental health professionals about 
a possible threat to a child. Under the 
bill, the Department of Social Services 
would be required to check up on pos- 
sible child abuse cases when it re- 
ceives notification from a therapist, 
psychologist, or psychiatrist of a threat 
against a child. 
House Bill Would Create Mortgage 
Loan Appeal Process 

A new House bill would recreate 
local mortgage review boards, which 
allow individuals to appeal if they are 
denied a home purchase or improve- 
ment loan from a bank or other finan- 
cial institution. The boards, which were 
authorized by legislation enacted in 
1978, but allowed to lapse in 1983, 
would offer recourse to individuals who 
felt that their loan application was un- 
fairly rejected. Proponents of the legis- 
lation also maintain that the local 
boards, made up of representatives of 
financial institutions and community 
organizations, would help to improve 
communications and relations between 
the financial institutions and the com- 
munities they serve. 
Bill Would Delay Defamation Suits 
Against Accusers 

A House committee has approved 
a bill that would prohibit defendants 
in sexual assault cases from filing a 
civil suit against their accusers until 
the criminal action is completed. The 
measure is intended to prevent a victim 
from being pressured to drop criminal 
prosecution by a defamation suit.

All legal claims for $1,500.00 or less 
should be filed in small claims court. 
In small claims court, neither party may 
be represented by an attorney. Also, 
the process is much faster — a typical 
case can go from start to finish within 
90 days. 

Once a money judgment is received 
in small claims court, the plaintiff must 
wait 21 days to enforce collection. The 
most common way to enforce payment 
is through a wage garnishment. A plain- 
tiff can garnish 25% of a defendant’s 
wages and apply that amount towards 
the judgment.

A defendant does have an absolute 
right to decline to have the case heard 
in small claims court. Thus, even though 
the plaintiff files a civil action through 
small claims, the defendant can have 
the case removed from small claims 
and placed on the general district court 
docket.

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Murder on 
Venoy

The body of a black female was 
found on Venoy Road just off Ecorse 
on Friday, October 27, at approximately 
5 a.m. 

The woman, identified as 27-year- 
old Crystal Lynne Perkins, was dis- 
covered by two Romulus police officers 
who were making their normal rounds 
in that area, according to Detective 
Sergeant Gordon Malaniak. 

Malaniak said that the girl, who was 
fully clothed, appeared to have been 
strangled to death by unknown means. 
There are no suspects at this time. 

Perkins had been arrested recently 
on a traffic violation, and police tried 
to use the address she had provided 
at that time in order to find her relatives, 
but to no avail. They were unable to 
locate her next of kin until Monday, 
October 30. Perkins had been living in 
Inkster. 

The police will not release any in- 
formation about the murder at present 
because of the pending investigation. 

There is no such thing as a crime 
that no one knows anything about, ac- 
cording to the police department. In 
this particular case, no witnesses have 
been found as yet, and detectives are 
searching for any leads that they can 
get. If you saw anything, or if you knew 
this girl and you have information con- 
cerning her activities of the past few 
weeks or months that could be helpful in 
the investigation, please call Detective 
Sergeant Gordon Malaniak at the Rom- 
ulus Police Department (942-6880).

New One-Year Limit Set on Cashing 
Government Checks 

The checks people receive now from 
Social Security will be void if they are 
not cashed within one year, according 
to a Social Security manager. 

A change in the Federal banking 
laws, effective October 1, 1989, set the 
one-year limit on cashing checks. All 
checks issued by the U.S. Government, 
including Social Security and supple- 
mental security income (SSI) checks, 
are affected, the spokesman said. 

The new checks have the notation 
“VOID AFTER ONE YEAR?” printed on 
the front. People have until Septem- 
ber 30, 1990, to cash existing U.S. Gov- 
ernment checks. 

Most people will not be affected 
by this change because they cash their 
checks right away. People who are in- 
clined to misplace checks and forget 
about cashing them should consider 
switching to direct deposit of- their 
benefits. :

know, since 1986, we have “made prog- 
ress” with such a re-assessment by un- 
dertaking commercial and industrial re- 
assessment and by role maintenance. 
The last re-assessment, in 1978, 
was city-wide for all classes of prop- 
erty and was contracted from Wayne 
County. The concern we should have 
at this point, is the fairness of our cur- 
rent assessment role given the appre- 
ciation of property values in the com- 
munity. The result of a “no action” 
posture on the part of Council to delay 
in addressing this issue will be the as- 
signment of a factor by the county that 
will result in an increase in assessed 
valuation to all whether deserved or not. 
This may be politically advantageous 
but it is unfair to many of the “little peo- 
ple” who may not deserve an increase 
of that magnitude. In my opinion it is 
simply a shirking of responsibility. 
Again, as we have discussed many 
times, value of property is not what 
costs taxpayers, millage is what deter- 
mines the amount each pays; city, 
school and other taxing entities. Until 
the taxpayers recognize that issue and 
demand that those other taxing bodies 
reduce their millages as required by 
law, we will continue to hear complaints 
about high taxes even though we, the 
city, may be reducina and holding the

“TIFA was certainly not going to pay 
him money when he was delinquent in 
his taxes,’ said City Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski. 

Napiorkowski said that Michigan 
Compiled Law 211.47, paragraph one, 
states, in part, ‘If a person, firm or cor- 
poration neglects or refuses to pay a 
tax.on property assessed to that per- 
son, firm or corporation, the township 
or city treasurer, as the case may be, 
shall collect the tax by seizing the per- 
sonal property of that person, firm or 
corporation in this state in an amount 
sufficient to pay the tax, the fees and 
the charges for subsequent sale of 
the property, and no property shall be 
exempt.” He felt that this law gave him 
sufficient grounds to deduct the back 
taxes from Flynn’s TIFA check. 

According to Napiorkowski, Flynn 
said that he was more than happy to 
have the money deducted from the 
funds that were due him; however, 
Napiorkowski wondered why, if Flynn 
was so sincere, he had not come in 
earlier to make arrangements to pay 
the taxes. 

This particular tax was due Sep- 
tember 30, 1989, which made it only a 
month past due, but Napiorkowski felt 
that it was in the best interest of the 
City to collect Flynn’s back taxes now 
because of Flynn’s other tax obliga-

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tions in another city, which amount to 
approximately $800,000. (Kenneth Way, 
the treasurer for the City of Plymouth, 
told me that, after a bankruptcy that 
Flynn had filed on one of his busi- 
nesses, he owed somewhere in the 
vicinity of $800,000 in back taxes in 
that city; the debt is now in the hands 
of the County.)
